annihilation. On the night of April 16 three 
steamers and ten barges, loaded with rations 
and forage, were run past the batteries, con­ 
voyed by seven of Admiral Porter’s Iron­ 
clads. The steamers were manned by volun­ 
teer crews from the ranks. Porter led the 
way on the Benton and Grant remained on 
one of the transports, where he could watch 
the operations, though shot and shell fall all 
around him. To dispel the favoring darb- 
ness the Confederates fired the houses along 
both sides of the shore until the Mississippi 
was light as day. 
Every transport was 
struck, the Henry Clay was burned to the 
water’s edge, and for two hours and forty 
minutes tho fleets were under fire. 
But at 
last all were out of range and darkness set­ 
tled down on fleets and city. 
Grant’s march 
through the wfidernms 
about Vicksburg is historic, and his successes 
therein were due to his conclusion that rules 
of strategy laid down in books should be vio- 
lated when common sense dictated. 
In 20 
days he had marched more than 200 miles, 
beaten two armies in five battles, captured 27 
heavy cannon and 61 pieces of field artillery, 
taken over 6,000 prisoners and killed and 
wounded as many more. He had, says Ba- 
deau, forced thé evacuation of Grand Gulf, 
seized the capital of the state, destroyed the 
railroads a t Jackson for 8 0 miles and invested 
tho principal stronghold of the Confederates 
on tho Mississippi It has been compared 
with tho campaign of Napoleon a t V im and 
to tho first 15 days of Napoleon in Ita ly in 
170C.

MISUNDERSTANDING GRANT. 
In J uly Uailock was assigned to the com­ 
mand of a ll the armies, superseding McClel­ 
lan. 
Ho went to Washington, and Grant was 
left in command of tho array of the Tonnes- 
a little more independent than when Hal- 
lcck had been present in tho field. 
He di­ 
rected tho movements in tho battles of Iuka 
and Corinth until the troops arrived in the 
presence of the enemy, though ho was eight 
miles from tho fight a t Iuka and nearly forty 
from Corinth. 
Merit, when unaccompanied by outward 
display, is always slow to bo recognized, and 
G rant in his military career was no ex ception 
to this universal stupidity.

GRANT AT VICKSBURG. 
Grant began the storming of Vicksburg on 
tho 19 th of May, gaining some ground, and 
on tho 22d a general assault began. All day 
long columns cf men moved against the en­ 
emy’s stronghold, only to be met by a stag­ 
gering fire, under which they recoiled to the 
shelter of tho hillside« , which were thick with 
the dead and dying. The Confederates, be­ 
hind their parapets, suffered little in compar­ 
ison. 
This assault is said to have been un­ 
paralleled in the history of modem times. 
Throe thousand Federal soldiers were killed. 
The assault on Vicksburg having failed Grant 
determined on a siege. Then begun those 
long days of bombardment, when thehemmec 
in Confederates daily raw their supplies dim 
inish without hope of replenishment, theii 
spirits droop^and their strength faiL A ft« 
the siego bad lasted more than 40 days, wheta 
riding around his lines 
one day Gran! 
« topped at tho house of a Confederate woman, 
who still clung to her shattered wall« , a f 
asked for water. She asked him taunting 
if he ever ex pected to get into Vicksburg 
“ Certainly,” he answered. 
“ But 
when? 
“ I cannot tell exactly when I shall toko th« 
town, but I m ean to stay hero till I do, if it 
tak.'s me th irty years.” 
A t last, on tho ikl of July, Pomburton 
asked 
G rant's term s for tho capitulation of tho 
city, 
and the white flag floated from the head 
quarters of t ho besieg ed. G rant's answ er was- 
“ The unconditional surrender of the city

'This event was really the 
blow which broke the backbone of the rebel­ 
lion. 
It strug g led on nearly t wo years long er, 
but it never recovered its confidence.

surrender put into G rant’s hands the larg est 
capture of men and m aterials m ade in ths 
war.

new command-—the m ilitary division of the

turning hi« gun» upon himself. The battle of 
Chattanooga is 
considered 
the grandest 
fought west of the AUeghanies. 
It covered 
thirteen mile« , and Grant’« men numbered 
60,000, the Confederate forces 45,000, with 
every advantage of position. 


MADE LIEUTENANT GENERAL 
In view of the stubbornness of the Confed­ 
eracy, on the 26th of February, 1964, a bill 
passed both housea of congress reviving the 
grade of lieutenant general in the armies of 
tho United State« , with the idea of conferring 
this rank upon Grant, thus giving him com­ 
mand of all the m ilitary forces of thanountiy, 


a n d on the 9 d of March the senate Xnflrmed 
“ the 
imsortant apoointanent ever made 
In America.” Washington and Scott were 
the only m*** who had ever held this rank. 
This, as well a« evary other promotion hoover 
received, was made not only without solicita­ 
tion on his part, but without his knowledg e 
and consent. He was ordered to W ashing ton, 
and received his commission directly irorn 
the hands of the president, who had never 
before seen h im . __________ 


“STAND FAST, STAND SURE.” 
When Grant assumed command of the 
splendid army of the Potomac. Gen. Oglesby 
asked him: 
“ How do you like the looks of itf” 
“ This is a very fine arm y,” answered 
Grant, “ and I am told theeo men have fought 
with great courage and bravery. 
I think, 
however, that the army of the Potomac has 
never fought its battles through.” 
That was the secret of its success when its 
last general took hold. 
Others hail more 
dash and originality, but none hail tho iron 
hang-on of Grant. W ith him there was no 
halt, and no looking backward. He said once 
that it had never for a single moment oc­ 
curred to him that ho would not capture 
Richmond. 
Wherever he set his foot down, 
he set it to stay. 
As Lincoln ex pressed it, in 
quaint words so like Grant’s own, he simply 
“ kept pegging a w a y.” 
There is something 
well-nigb terriblo in tho persistence with 
which 
ho 
followed up 
the fiiud 
cam­ 
paign before Richmond. 
He rained blow 
after blow for one year without giving the 
enemy time to take breath. The prospect was 
gloomy beyond description; tho north was at 
times disheartened. 
Civilians and warriors 
on paper clamored for a change of generaLs; 
the silent man stood unmoved as a granite 
pillar through it all with his face toward 
Richmond. 
Once Early’s forces threatened 
Washington. 
The hair of tho inhabitants of 
tha t city of boarding bouses 
and office 
holders stood on end with affright 
Grant, 
down before Petersburg, was telegraphed for 
in hot haste to come with troops and defend 
the capital. 
Lincoln himself added his per­ 
sonal request to the message. 
Grant calmly 
telegraphed back: “ I think it would have a 
bad effect for me to leave here,” and did not 
budge a peg. 
Grant’s personal motto, it may 
be remarked, is that of the Scottish clan 
Grant: “ Stand fast, stand firm, stand sure.” 
Bo he stood tha t last year of the war, in 
the Wilderness, a t Spotteylvania, a t Cold 
Harbor, a t Petersburg, and finally at-Appo­ 
mattox . 
The army of the Potomac a t last 
bought its battles through.” 
Grant never asked advice. 
He obtained 
all thA information possible from all sources, 
» nr! listened without opening his mouth ex ­ 
cept to ask questions. 
Then he went silently 
§ nd ttiaAa out his orders. 
He made up his 
mind, never was flurried, and never lost his 
head. 
A fter the battles of Chattanoog a, once at 
Nashville he sat in his tent in silence puffing 
his cig ar. 
Gens. 
Meig s and AN. L. Smith 
were w ith him. 
Sm ith was pacing the floor, 
wrapped in thoug ht. 
“ W hat aro you thinking about, BaldyT 
said Gen. Meigs. 
Smith was so absorbed th a t he did not hear 
the question. 
“ Baldy is studying strateg y,” sai l Meig s 
bo G rant, with a laug h. 
The chief took bis cig ar from his lips and 
said, quite seriously: 
“ I don’t believe in strateg y in the popular 
understanding of the term . 
I fiso it to g et up 
jffst as close to tho enemy as practicable with 
as little loss as jiossible,' 
“ And what then ' asked Meig s. 
“ Then? Then up, g uards, and a t ’em!” r<- 
nliod G rant, w ith a touch of unusual spirit 
for him.

Now we speed the parting and wel 
come the coming guest. As the Germans 
are leaving we are reminded that the 
Italians are coming by the openining 0 
the box-office for the sale of season seats 
for the first Chicago operatic festival 
This festival appeals to the people for 
maHy reasons. 
It differs from a regular 
operatic season ,in this its chorus and or­ 
chestra are increased to the festival stan­ 
dard by additions from our local singers 
and players, and that it will be given in 
an auditorium, the seating capacity of 
which is so large as to warrant a reduc 
tion of prices to a standard within the 
reach of all patrons of music, 
in other 
words, the same artists will be heard dur­ 
ing the festival for less than one-half, 
and in some parts of the auditorium, for 
less than ©ne-third what it cost to hear 
them last season in a theatre. 
And it 
must also be remembered that they will be 
heard to still greater advantage by reason 
of the enlarged and improved accessor­ 
ies. 
In this direction the festival is ex­ 
actly what its managers claim for it—an 
attempt to give grand opera at popular 
prices. 
When it is possible to hear such 
artists as Patti, Scalchi, Nevada, Fursch- 
Madi, and others, for a dollar and a half, 
it may be claimed that at last the prob­ 
lem of cheap opera is solved. 
The festival again commends itself to 
popular patronage because the troupe 
which Mr. Mapleson will bring contains 
not only Mme. Patti, the greatest of liv­ 
ing vocalists, but three other primadoune 
who are ranked by many as her equals, 
and a long array of tenors, baritones, and 
bassos, besides an orchestra headed by 
the best Italian opera conductors, Big. 
Arditi. 
W ith such a force as this, rein­ 
forced in its choral and orchestral ranks 
to festival dimensions, there is no reason 
to doubt that the various operas to be 
brough out during the two weeks’ season 
will be performed in a thoroughly effect­ 
ive mauner. The repertoire itself is also a 
very popular one. embracing works from 
the French, German and Italian schools. 
The announcement for the first week has 
hardly, if ever, been excelled in any of 
the various Italian seasons in this city, in­ 
cluding, as it does, “ Semiramid e.” with 
Patti and Scalchi; “ L ’Africainc,” with 
Fursch-Madi; “ Mireilla” (its first per­ 
formance here), with Nevada and Scal­ 
chi; “ Ada,” with Patti and Scalchi; “ L u ­ 
cia,” with Nevada; and “ Der Freischutz” 
with Furseli Midi. 
In the second week 
the arry of operas is none the less attract­ 
ive, as it includes “ Lohengrin,” “ The 
Huguenots,” “ Faust,” 
1 Linda,” 
and 
“ Traviata” — the latter unquestionably 
Mme. Patti’s best performance. 
Lastly, the festival should be patroniz­ 
ed because it is a local affair, and upon 
its success hangs the issue of cheap opera 
in the future. 
The active management 
is in the hands of an association of citi­ 
zens whose names alone are a guaranty 
that the festival is not given as a specu­ 
lation: and its guarantors are also promi­ 
nent citizens who are willing to assume 
any loss which may occur, in order that 
the people may have opera at reasonable 
prices. 
It therefore depends upon the 
people themselves to say whether it shill 
be a success. 
They have constantly com­ 
plained that they have been kept away 
by the high prices.and that they could not 
afford to pay all the way from $3 to $6 
for seats. 
The action of the association 
and the public spirit of the guarantors 
have now made it possible for them to at 
tend fourteen performonces for $12 by 
buying season seats, and to obtain the 
best seats in the house for the season for 
a little over $2 a performance. 
If they 
fail to anvil themselves of this cxtraordin 
ary privilege tln^r w ill have no right to 
complain in the future:
